As the members of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific 
are aware, its library was completely destroyed in the great 
fire of 1906. The nucleus of a new collection has, in the mean- 
time, been formed and, at present, consists of about three 
hundred bound volumes and approximately three thousand 
periodicals, bulletins, pamphlets, maps, photographs and mis- 
cellaneous publications on astronomical subjects. 

The greater number of these have been acquired by dona- 
tion, the funds of the Society not justifying extensive pur- 
chases. 

Such as it is, the library of the Society is intended for the 
use of its members, and the management is desirous that every 
proper facility should be extended to those who desire to 
consult it. 

With this end in view, a list has been prepared of the prin- 
cipal books on hand and is printed with this number. It will 
also be printed from time to time in succeeding issues of the 
Publications, with corrections to date. 

Subject to reasonable regulations, these books will be sent, 
on request, to members in any part of the United States. 

In this connection, the Library Committee ventures to sug- 
gest' that additional contributions in the nature of books on 
astronomical subjects will be thankfully received by the 
Society.

REGULATIONS FOR TAKING OUT BOOKS. 



Applications for books must be accompanied by ten cents 
for postage on each book ordered. In case this amount is not 
sufficient to cover the .postage, the balance will be advanced by 
the Librarian and must be at once refunded by the borrower 
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upon receipt of the book, together with a statement from the 
Librarian of the amount due. 

Borrowers will also be required to pay the return postage 
on books taken out and, in some cases, the registration fee, 
when the books are rare or of exceptional value. 

No book will be retained by the borrower for a longer 
period than sixty days. 

In case books are lost while in possession of the borrower, 
the latter will be held pecuniarily responsible, and will be 
expected to either replace the lost volume with a new one or 
pay its value into the Society.
